HE annual selection of about two hundred books, Booklist 

books, 1927, chosen from those entered in the Booklist 
throughout the preceding year, has just been published. Two 
special lists are included—the usual one of “Technical books 
1927,” by Donald Hendry, and one of “Music books and scores 
1927, for small or medium sized libraries” contributed by 
Gladys Caldwell of the Los Angeles Public Library. Both these 
lists are of special value to smaller libraries. 


NEW monthly index to current magazines, called Contents, 
has appeared, edited by Kirke Mechem and published at 
Wichita, Kansas. The first number, April, indexes April 
monthly magazines and the March issues of weeklies. It aims 
to appear concurrently with the magazines. About one hundred 
representative magazines have cooperated and this number will 
doubtless increase as the index establishes itself. The first part 
is arranged under subjects and the second under authors. Sub- 
scriptions are five dollars a year from Current Magazine Con- 
tents, 335 N. Market Street, Wichita, Kansas.

The arrangement is 
alphabetic by subject and the references cover the field through 
the end of the nineteenth century. It is free upon request. 


HE National Safety Council, 108 East Ohio Street, Chicago, 
offers to librarians seeking material on accident prevention 


a forty-page booklet of Safety poems, both serious and other- 
wise, which sells for thirty-five cents. It is intended primarily 
for the use of public speakers, educators, editors, and accident 
prevention leaders. 


N THE April Booklist “List of inexpensive pamphlet material,” 

page 295, the entry under Louis Untermeyer, Leigh-Emmerich 
Lecture Bureaus, Inc., should be deleted as the Bureau writes 
they have no such pamphlet. Stokes reports that the pamphlet 
on Alfred Noyes is out of print and that they no longer supply 
any on Honore Willsie Morrow nor on Gertrude Atherton. 
Scribner’s pamphlets are also exhausted. In the regular 
pamphlet list, page 291 of the April issue, the two pamphlets 
“Driving the iron horse by insurance” and the “Crime of 
crimes,” entered under the Moderation League, are published 
by the National Board of Fire Underwriters, 85 John Street, 
New York City. The Booklist regrets very much the incon- 
venience these errors have caused both librarians and the firms 
mentioned. 





h Sherw need of detailed and uniform subject headings for use 

with educational material has been felt for some time by 
workers in this field. To meet the need, a List of educational 
subject headings has been prepared by L. Belle Voegelein, refer- 
ence assistant, Bureau of Educational Research, Ohio State Uni- 
versity, for a committee of the National Education Association 
Commission on Coordination of Research Agencies. This three 
hundred and thirty-seven page list is published by the Ohio State 
University press and costs five dollars.

From Some New Books 


S the traveller approaches Haworth a few steeply sloping meadows 
appear, surrounded by crenellated dikes, but as he leaves the small 
railway station the view is gloomy, with not even a sight of the horizon. 
A cinder pathway climbs a vacant lot till it reaches a rough narrow street 
paved with large flagstones and lined with frowning stone houses. Be- 
tween these inhospitable walls one climbs reluctantly to an inn called the 
Black Bull, which faces a church, and at the farther end of a graveyard 
positively choked with tombstones stands the parsonage with its little 
garden. In this house lived Charlotte, Emily and Anne Bronté, three poor 
girls made famous by their dreams which they took the trouble to write 
down—poor souls bruised by their short lives, and driven back within 
themselves. 


The parsonage, the inn, the repellent street look new and seem to have 
stored up no memories of the past; nevertheless, they are exactly as they 








































































































were a hundred years ago. Their iron-like stone does not change, it gives 
nothing and receives nothing. In no other part of the world could one find 
memories so lugubriously imprisoned. Luckily the parsonage is the last 
house in the village. If we pass through an iron turnstile, and across two 
or three dry treeless meadows that slant upward toward quarries, with 
finally another turnstile, we suddenly find ourselves in the moors. The 
village has vanished, and nothing can be seen but the church steeple rising 
above the tree-tops in the graveyard. The valley by which we came is 
also invisible; look where we may, we see only the outlines of the high 
hills vaulting into the clear sky; villages appear here and there, far and 
inaccessible upon abrupt declivities; a fresh breeze sings in one’s ears; 
sunny hollows are flowery with thyme and heather among fragile ferns; a 
great peace reigns over everything; our eyes wander freely over the vast 
open sky, with horizons at once simple and intelligible and yet full of 
thought; we are conscious of force, of independence and great spiritual 
clarity. Without any doubt the native land of the Bronté sisters was not 
sad Haworth, but these moors.
